Bomb-pitted Pantelleria, the little fortified island 45 
miles off Cap Bon which was under almost continuous attack 
much of Sunday and Sunday night was raided again Monday 
by American fighter bombers in the steady air offensiv e 
against the Axis’ southern front.

STRATEGIC BOMBING 
Aerial bombing, which began in World war I with 
Germans potting explosives blindly out of airships 
over England, sometimes blocked from the sight of 
their targets by clouds, and reached its climax in 
this war with Germany’s attem pt to destroy whole 
areas of London with mass flights of bombing planes, 
is still developing as a military art. 
Selection of dams as critical targets and the re­ 
ports of successful operation* against dams in Ger­ 
many and more recently in Sardinia suggests that 
the precision school of mombing may be gaining the 
ascendancy. 
One breach in a spillway, caused per­ 
haps by one large bomb or mine, is a heavier blow 
than was struck by the tons of bombs dropped, for 
instance, on the “old city” during the London raids. 
While power stations, railroad Junctions and tele­ 
phone exchanges always have been desirable targets, 
the recent attacks on dams is an .indication that 
tactics may be in process of development to make 
aerial bombing so highly selective that 500 well- 
placed missiles could cripple a whole nation's war 
effort.

Thp Comintern was created as a 
Co mmunist party institut’on with 
the idea o f taking advantage of 
the widespread disorganization pro­ 
duced by 
f&st World war to 
establish 
Communism around the 
globe by 
causing a general revolt 
against 
established 
governments. 
One o f the chief ex ponents o f this 
scheme was the late Leon Trotsky, 
who ¡.o ped to be successor to Lenin. 
When Lenin died in 1924, how­ 
ever, it wasn't Trotsky but Stalin 
who came tc power. 
Stalin took 
the po sitio n that Russia's first aim 
sho u d be not world revolution but 
develo pment of industrial strength 
at ho mp. 
He therefore 
quietly 
shelved Trotsky’s dream and a little 
later inaugurated 
the 
industrial­ 
izatio n which has been so amaz­ 
ingly suc essful. 
The fiery Trotsky 
was expel’ed, and 
finally wound up 
in Mexico where he was assassin­ 
ated. 
Ho wever, the Comintern contin­ 
ued to functio n 
vigorously 
and 
Co mmunist parties in other coun­ 
tries lo o ked to It for direction and 
o rders Fo reign governments fought 
the pro paganda and wondered an- 
Jdfusly whether 
Stalin would take 
the idea o f world revolution down 
fro m the shelf and dust it off when 
the time seemed right, that is, when 
the wo rld was again disorganized 
by war.

A'ked whether any reports had 
come in to show that the airfield 
project initiated by the Japanese 
on Attu was feasible, Knox said no 
repo ts had arrived. 
The enemy had made consider­ 
able progress in leveling a flight 
strip when the American invasion 
began two weeks ago today. 
Among the forces on the Aleu­ 
tians island, Knox disclosed, is a 
group of “Sea Bees" navy con­ 
struction men whose job it is to 
begin development of an island al­ 
most as soon as the first wave of 
American combat, troops land. 
He characterized as another iish- 
mg expedition Japanese claims to 
having sunk American ships in the 
western Aleutians.

Not Easy For Army

I’ve seen these river workers tow­ 
ing junks on the Yangtze at Chung­ 
king. straining in their rope harness. 
so terrifically 
that they were all 
but prostrate on the shore and kept 
' themselves up by using their hands 
as feet. 
To me it was a terrib. ? 
1 sight. 
However, sentiment aside, 
, the point is that the Yangtze gorges 
aren’t adpted to 
the easy passage^ 
of an army.

Meager reports of the fighting in­ 
dicate that the Japs may be cal­ 
culating on driving westward to 
the south of the Yangtze in an 
effort to reach Chungking. 
They 
also are operating to the north of^ 
Ichang, which might represent an 
effort to get at the capital by a 
route north of the Yangtze. Yester­ 
day’s Chinesse communique reported 
a successful counter-attack against 
the Japs in this latter zone.
